PARIS (AP). — An Egyptian wo- 
man journalist now visiting Israel | 
says Israelis are intransigent ;

She says she found Israelis to be 
much 85. she imagined them: “eg- 
gressive but likeable.” Israel, she 
adds, appears less the bastion of 


advanced technology than she 
thought lt would de, 
The journalist, Sana Hassan, is 


the daughter of a former Egyptian 
ambassador and recently was stu- 
dying in the U.S, She travelled to 
Israel on an Hgyptian passport to 
write articles for American publica- 
tions. - 

Her Ζῖγϑὲ Impreasions after 10 
days’ stay in Israel were re- 
ported in this week's edition of the 
French magazine “Nouvel Observa- 
teur.” 

Miss Hassan said Israelis on the 
surface display “an excessive and. 
somewhat annoying energy, but I 
felt that unnderneath there was un- 
usual gentleness and generosity. 
People are friendly and warm.” 

She visited a kibbutz in the Ne- 
gev “where the inhabitants struggle 
with the land, identify with it and 
lead a simple life. I think I under- 
stood better than in Tel Aviv what 
Israel wes about.” 

But the thing that struck her 
most about Israelis, she said, was 
“the wall into which one crashes 
when one speaks of the Palestinians. 
Almost everyone I spoke to showed

“This absence of understanding 
or sympathy for the auffering of 
others greatly disappointed me,” 
Miss Hassan said. “Tt is so contrary 
to the sensibility of all the Jews I 
met around the world...

PARIS (Reuter).—The French coun- 
ter-intelligence service (SDECE) 
has told the government that Israel 
does not want Framce to lft the 
arms embargo on Middle East coun- 
tries which began during the Six 
Day, War, the newsmagazine, “Le 
Point" said yesterday. 

“The SDECE has ‘stressed ina 
confidential note that Israel, despite 
an improvement in Franco-Israel re- 
lations, does not wish the lifting of 


Middle East," the magazine said in 
8. report not attributed to any 
source. 

It added: “The Israeli military 
have managed to diversify their 
armament thanks to the United 
States and have even succeeded in 
manufacturing most spare-parts for 
their equipment of French origin.”
